Oh, Mister Farley! 


HE man with the genial smile has 

left the job he held for seven 

years. But he’s not been forgotten. 

Nor will he be as long as Ameri- 
can collectors save the fancy commemo- 
rative labels which poured out of the 
Bureau of Printing and Engraving during 
his term in office. But it’s not the pur- 
pose of this article to “kick” about the 
overplentiful supply of new issues of the 
last seven years. In fact, we’re going to 
prove that things could have been worse. 
Yea, brethren, much worse. Instead of a 
mere deluge it could have poured post- 
age stamps for a thousand days and a 
thousand nights. 

In short, we want to tell you about the 
stamps Mr. Farley didn’t issue. From 
every quarter he was constantly swamped 
with new ideas for stamps. At first there 
weren’t so many. But as soon as people 
found they couldn’t help the president 
solve the depression, they decided to 
come to the rescue of the Farley stamp- 
issuing department. 

They did a bang-up job. We don’t 
know whether the presidential series was 
the idea of a Kalamazoo writer-inner or 
arose from the fact that no Republicans 
could be shown on the lower values. But 
we do know this: after the Army and 
Navy Heroes set appeared, it was the 
less military minded of our populace 
who clamored for a “Heroes of Peace” 
(alias Famous Americans) issue. Sim- 
ilarly, whenever the Department forgot 
the date that any state was admitted to 
the Union—and it happened to be an 
anniversary year—someone was only too 
glad to volunteer the information. 

But, as we said, we’re not interested 
in what was done. It’s what wasn’t done 
that we’re thankful for. Yet it’s hard to 
decide where to begin. There were so 
many crackpot suggestions—and others 
that weren’t so bad—that we don’t know 
quite where to start. 


In general, there were three kinds of 
suggested issues. First, those which had 
achance of being accepted. Second, 
those which were offered seriously—but, 
well, you know—were about as useful as 
3 joker in a game of bridge. Third, the 
“all in fun” type; we can’t quite decide 
Whether these came from thwarted in- 
Ventors or practical jokers. Logically, we 
thould take these groups in the order 
famed; but we’re going to start the other 
Way around just the same.

about that is that it was original. Then 
there was the “Beer” issue of 1933. A 
suggested motif for these stamps was 2 
beer mug with contents overflowing and 
the inscription, “United States Boast- 
age.”

markable set would indicate that the 
gentleman was not entirely in sympathy 
with the trend of the times. In 1938 a 
“Recession” commemorative was pro 
posed. The description of this stamp ap 
peared in LINN’S in that year: “Santa 
Claus of course represents Industry, 
riding the G. O. P. elephant which has 
just stepped into the Wagner Act bear 
trap. Cannibals lurking in the grass can 
represent anything you like, although 
personally I had the National Labor Re 
lations Board in mind. The grass huts 
in the distance effectively symbolize the 
combined efforts of the Federal Hous 
ing Administration and the slum clear 
ance projects.” Well, that’s the general 
idea anyway. Later there was a request, 
purposely timed along about 1937, for a 
Supreme Court stamp. And, then, before 
we leave this department, we can’t fail 
to mention the proposed Dionne series. 


| It was pointed out that great savings 


could be effected since the same picture 
would be used on each stamp—with a 
mere change of color, denomination, 
and name of the Dionne. 


Then there are the serious proposals. 
The stamp to beat all stamps was pro- 
posed by a stamp club a year or so ago. 
It was to contain the full text of the 
The fact 
that the Constitution is around five or 
ten pages long didn’t daunt the enthusi- 
astic advocates. They proposed a large 
miniature sheet with the text printed in 
very small letters. Presumably there was 


|}even going to be room for Mr. Farley’s 


name and the usual information on the 
borders. The idea was to give everyone 
an opportunity to own a copy of the 
highest law of the land at the lowest 
possible cost. 

Then there was the “Poultry Stamp” 
set. Now, I haven't anything in particu 
lar against poultry. I rather like it in its 
proper place—on the dinner table. But 
can you imagine a chicken roosting in 
the middle of a postage stamp! Yet, the 
1939 World’s Poultry Congress, held at 
Cleveland, Ohio, designed not one, but 
four, stamps, which were to constitute a 
poultry set. Frankly, they remind me of 
the Ohio sales tax stamps—if you know 
what I mean. 


Then there was this year’s spectacular 
“Pharmacy Stamp” movement. Petitions 
were circulated to secure husdreds of 
thousands of names of druggists and 
their patrons supporting such an issue.

suggestion came from the St. 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Another Chamber of Commerce (Dur- 
ham, N. C.) wanted a stamp to celebrate 
the 75th anniversary of the end of the 
Civil War. Other proposed issues seri- 
ously considered, which never had a 
chance, were those for: John Adams, 
Harvard University, the Census, the In- 
ternational Bridge in the Ten Thousand 
Islands region, Navy Day, Poppy Day, 
the Boy and Girl Scouts, U. S. Route 
40, T. V. A., G. A. R., A. A. A., Senator 
Borah, the stage coach, DeSoto, assassi- 
nated Mayor Cermak of Chicago, the 
Unknown Soldier, Buffalo Bill, the Trip 
of the Battleship Oregon, John Jay, 75th 
Anniversary of the Gettysburg Address, 
Lincoln Beachy, Matthew Maury, and 
Long Island. Finally, there was the cir- 
cus stamp, whose advocates said it would 
honor the institution which is “the es- 
sence of democracy.” 

Lastly, there are the proposed issues 
which most of us actually expected to 
turn into real stamps. First we would 
like, if the editorial department won’t 
shut down on us, to mention a certain 
scoop in a 1933 Linn’s, headlined: 
“Wright Stamp Will Be Issued.” But it 
seems even the P. O. D. thought so at 
the time. 

In 1935 it was rumored that a series 
of stamps would be issued to show the 
most important buildings in Washing- 
ton, D. C. We don’t know what hap- 
pened to that plan. More recently, a 
stamp was proposed for the sesquicen- 
tennial of the District of Columbia, 
which fell in 1940. Then, too, quite re- 
cently we have heard requests for a 
“flag stamp” and a “penny black” com- 
memorative. 

Every time anyone dies there is a dele- 
gation clamoring for a special mourning 
stamp. But so far no such issue has 
appeared since Harding. Will Rogers, we 
thought sure, was bound to be honored. 
A strong movement for a Coolidge stamp 
likewise failed. In the case of General 
Pershing, the boys didn’t even wait for 
his death. As soon as it was discovered 
that he was dying, the clamor for a 
stamp began to be heard. When Per- 
shing suddenly recovered, it was a real 
disappointment. Some other time per- 
haps—although we hope it’s a long way 
off. 

Already some eager stamp issuers are 
firing the opening guns for a few new 
issues in the months and years to come. 
Stamps for the 150th anniversary of 
Vermont in 1941, for the 150th anniver- 
sary of Kentucky in 1942, and for the 
450th anniversary of the landing of Co- 
lumbus in 1942 are planned. 

And that is the record of what Farley 
didn’t do!

The Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing, in existence since July, 1862, prints 
an average of 49,200,000 stamps a day 
or 14,500,000,000 in a year with a face 
value of $421,800,000. If this large 
amount of stamps were distributed equal- 
ly between every man, woman and 
child in the nation you and I would re- 
ceive 118 stamps each. A year’s output 
of stamps could be wrapped around the 
earth eight and three-quarters times, or 
laid end to end they would reach the 
moon. If a year’s output laid on top of 
each other in sheets of 100 stamps each, 
there would be 105 columns each as high 
as the Washington Monument. And in- 
cidentally, it costs 1 cent to print 145 
stamps.

Free French Africa 





The first recorded issue in connection 
with the activities of General Charles 
De Gaulle, leader of “Free France” 
forces, is reported in the New York 
Times by La Rue Applegate. These 
stamps, designs not described, are report- 
ed inscribed “Afrique Francaise Libre” 
(Free French Africa”) and to have been 
released in those portions of Africa sub- 
mitting in authority to DeGaulle’s com- 
mittee. Libreville, recently captured, is 
capital of Gabon the Atlantic coast por- 
tion of the administrative group termed 
French Equatorial Africa. Unless the 
Vichy government can stem the advance 
of De Gaulle’s forces, the entire colony 
including the stamp-issuing subdivisions 
of Middle Congo, Ubangi-Chari, and 
Chad, will use the new stamps. The re- 
gion was the scene of a bitter, san- 
guinary struggle in the first World War. 
Neighboring Equatorial Africa are the 
Cameroons and Belgian Congo and the 
fall of the Cameroons with its small 
French forces, if not already accom- 
plished, may be expected soon. It is as- 
sumed that Free French Africa stamps 
were prepared for issuance in French 
West Africa, a plan which was thwarted 
by the failure to capture Dakar during a 
naval engagement.

CASUALTY The tide of world opinion 

during the present con- 
flict can not better be illustrated than 
the failure by all except one country 
other than that of his birth, to com- 
memorate with stamps the invention of 
printing or the inventor. Many countries 
have joined to commemorate the postal 
reforms introduced a century ago by an- 
other party to the current fracas, though 
the importance of introduction of ad 
hesive postage stamps is petty in com- 
parison to the benefits the printing press 
gave the world. There’s irony that Guten- 
berg whose invention made the postage 
stamp possible should be ignored in the 
worldwide honors the labels confer. And 
certainly through no fault of the first 
printer, for who will deny that his inven- 
tion 500 years ago has in the interven- 
ing centuries been a stout weapon in 
a never ending war of liberation against 
those who would enslave mankind in 
ignorance and chains. One might truth- 
fully say that Johannes Gutenberg, dead 
hundreds of years, is a casualty of the 
Second World War.

Perfs and Imperfs 


THERE’S BEEN A LOT OF TALK 
that stamps are fine advertising for 
tourist trade, but the Greeks these 
days will hardly agree the results are 
so desirable. Can it be our Grecian 
friends advertised their country too 
well on their stamps? 


SOMEONE MAILED A LETTER AT 
Washington on Oct. 22 bearing as the 
only evidence of intention to pay 
postage a label depicting candidates 
Willkie and McNary and some cam- 
paign slogan, the whole being per 
forated and somewhat resembling a 
postage stamp—of one of the Indian 
native states! Anyway, the letter, as 
a clipping from Robert A. Laurence 
of Jefferson City, Tenn., shows, went 
through to the addressee without post- 
age due. Our guess is that the clerk 
thought the sticker was one of the 
Famous Americans series. 


SCUMMIEST TRICK OF THE YEAR 
will probably be Brazil’s waiting until 
everyone else had issued World’s Fair 
stamps and many of us had formed 
collections of them, and then—but not 
until then—the nut country issues a 
set of World’s Fair souvenir sheets 
costing twelve smackers. We assume 
the coffee crop is in a bad way and 
stamp collectors are expected to offset 
the loss. Since surplus coffee is used 
to fuel locomotives down Brazil way, 
we suggest they put their latest issue 
to the same use. 


A HISTORIC NAME ENTERED 
postal rolls this month when a post 
office was ordered established at Fort 
Pillow, Tenn. At this place on the 
Mississippi occurred the so-called mas- 
sacre of federal soldiers on April 12, 
1864. The garrison refused to surren- 
der and in the ensuing reckless defense 
almost the entire command, mainly 
negroes, was virtually annihilated. Fort 
Pillow was a subject debated bitterly 
up and down the nation for many 
years.

was on the job when the troops were 
evacuated helter-skelter from Dunkirk. 
Each man as he stepped off his par- 
ticular conveyance, was handed a 
franked card which had rubberstamped 
on the back, “Safe in England.” The 
men addressed these and signed them 
and many a worried household had 
their fears eased by next morning’s 
mail. Surely these will rank among 
the outstanding postal history items 
of the war.

ent from the other seals in the sheet. 
Each of the three portrays individually 
one of the children shown in the design 
depicted, and also has the slogan “Pro- 
tect Us From Tuberculosis.” 

Each of the four companies printing 
the seals has placed its mark of identifi- 
cation, a small letter in ultramarine, in 
the yellow space beneath the book at the 
right; this being the 56th seal in the 
sheet. An “E” in this position stands for 
Eureka Specialty Printing Co., an “S” 
for The Strobridge Lithographing Co., 
and a “U” for the United States Printing 
and Lithograph Co. In error, the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association states, a 
few Strobridge sheets were sent out with 
a white “S” on blue field below the cross 
on the 56th seal in some sheets. 

Perforation is 12% except that those 
sheets printed by the Eureka firm are 
perforated 1214x12. All seals were printed 
by the offset lithographic process. No- 
vember 25 is the date set for public sale 
throughout the country. No mention is 
made of booklet panes or progressive 
proofs, but it is assumed the latter will 
eventually be available. 


British Want Defense 
Stamps Too 





The issuance of the set of National 
Defense stamps by the U. S. resulted in 
British demands that their postal service 
follow suit. The British post office has 
been severely criticised by English col- 
lectors for failure to issue any special 
stamps to “tell the world” as one writer 
puts it, of the empire’s confidence, reso- 
lution, etc.

Exact hours of the display by 
the Truck may be learned upon inquiry 
at the post offices named, the hours 
varying with the city. 


156,000 Abolition Covers 


Despite the short notice to collectors, 
156,146 first day covers were mailed at 
the New York World’s Fair post office 
on Oct. 20 of the 3c Abolition (13th 
Amendment) stamp. A total of 313,004 
stamps were sold. The large totals, far 
from a record, are accounted for by the 
urging by Negro organizations to mem- 
bers of the race to buy and use the 
stamp. 

The last of the Famous Americans 
Series, the 10c Alexander Bell, was in 
view of interest of employees of tele- 
phone and associated industries, expected 
to set a record for first day of issue of a 
10c stamp. 125,372 first day covers were 
sent, which was fewer by 6,000 to 38,000 
than were sent of all others of the 10c 
except the Remington and Nevin, indi- 
cating that most of the first day covers 
sent were philatelic. 199,210 copies of 
the Bell stamp were sold on the first day, 
but this figure was not a record one 
either.

Censored Mail 











Recent covers from Palestine, Nether- 
lands Indies and Switzerland are submit- 
ted by Dr. William E. Neff, Jr. The 
Palestine cover has a cancellation in- 
scribed “DIV. SUPPLY H. Q. P. O./ 
S. M. 1” and small boxed censor marking 
with crown at left, number at right and 
“PASSED BY CENSOR” above these. 
The Swiss cover evidently was censored 
by British examiners, probably at Gi- 
braltar, for it is sealed by a large label 
“OPENED BY EXAMINER?” with rub- 
berstamped number. The Indies cover is 
sealed with a narrow strip of brown pa- 
per, perforated at each end and imprint- 
ed with tete beche “CENSUUR BA- 
TAVIA” and tied to cover by a rubber 
stamp impression in red: “GECEN- 
SUREED 4” in two lines. These are first 
Java and Swiss censored covers noted. 
Other covers noted recently include one 
from unoccupied France franked with 
World’s Fair and Carcassonne stamps and 
sealed with British label of Gibraltar or 
Bermuda. 

News reports refer to imposing of cen- 
sorship on mail from the United States 
navy personnel, but no markings defi- 
nitely certain of indicating such censor- 
ship have been noted. 

The usual German style of label and 
handstamp, noted since early in the war, 
has been seen on covers from the Nether- 
lands. 


® With considerable ceremony Albu- 
querque, New Mexico will dedicate early 
in December its new airport. The Cham- 
ber of Commerce will cachet covers, if 
collectors send them in _ stamped, 
addressed and ready to go, so that covers 
teach the C. of C. no later than Dec. 7th. 
E. A. Hecker, TWA Express Traffic 
Manager advises that the Chamber al- 
teady has over 1,000 covers for this long 
awaited air event. 


® Greek troops in active service are 
supplied free special postal cards bear- 
ing embossed stamps in albino impres- 
sions and these are used by the soldiers 
for writing home. The last issue of these, 
prior to the present war, was made 
during the revolution of several years 
ago. 


® The late Edward S. Knapp, whose 
voluminous collection is now being re- 
corded by Philatelic Research Labora- 
tories, Inc., once had so many copies of 
the 5c New Orleans Confederate Pro- 
visional that he replated the stamp. 
From his studies of his Pony Express 
covers, Mr. Knapp gathered much of the 
information for a book on the Express.

Australasian Notes 


By R. PoRTER 


AUSTRALIA 


The 3d. and 6d. values of the A.I.F. 
series (which for some reason are being 
called in the U.S. the “defense stamps”) 
have been obsolete since early October. 
Although they could be obtained in the 
smaller country Post Offices, the larger 
ones had their supplies exhausted as no 
fresh lots were being despatched from 
the General Post Office. The 1d. and 
2d. values of the series are still current 
at the time of writing (Oct. 16th). 





The fact that the paper was surfaced 
made the stamps difficult to separate 
without tearing the perforations and as 
a result, copies with undamaged perfora- 
tions are much more elusive than in 
other commemorative series, excepting 
of course the Victoria Centenary stamps 
perforated 101% 





The 6d. War Savings stamps which 
are sold at all post offices to help in the 
war efforts are printed on paper water- 
marked Crown A, in fact, a paper very 
similar to that used for the war savings 
stamps of 1915-1918. This paper has 
found its way into the philatelic album 
on the Id. K.G.V. red Die III. 





The design of the war savings stamps 
shows a fighter plane diving to the at- 
tack, and the color is ultramarine. These 
stamps are affixed to specially prepared 
booklets available at all post offices. 
These contain 32 spaces and when the 
32nd stamp is affixed to the last space 
the buyer exchanges the booklet for a 
war savings certificate of a face value of 
£1 redeemable in seven years time. 





Another stamp of no postal value, but 
sold by all post offices, is the Red Cross 
seal which costs 1d. The design shows 
the map of Australia with a Red Cross 
nurse in the foreground. The colors are 
blue and red. These seals are used on 
correspondence and proceeds go towards 
the Australian Red Cross. It might be 
mentioned that the cost of printing these 
seals was met by a Jewish War Effort | 
Circle. 


NEw ZEALAND 





The 1940 Health stamps were placed 
on sale October ist and because of the, 
very short notice given, Australian col- | 
lectors and dealers had no time to ar- | 
range for their first day covers. The 1d 
plus 44d stamp is green and the 2d plus 
1d is printed in a light red-brown color, 
not orange, as was originally intended. | 
No doubt, owing to economy in paper, 
no large supplies would have been or- | 
dered from the Note Printing Branch of 
the Commonwealth Bank in Melbourne 
and it is more than likely that this} 
year’s Health stamps will not reach the 
half million mark as did last year’s issue. ' 





Collectors in the United States who 
had correspondents in New Zealand ex- 
changing stamps with them will be sorry 
to learn of the new censorship regula- 
tions just introduced in that Dominion. 
These forbid the sending out of both 
used and unused stamps to all except 
British countries. Current New Zealand 
and Islands (under N.Z. control) stamps 
will be forwarded directly by the Stamps 
Branch of the General Post Office in 
Wellington, to any address given by the 
sender who forwards the required amount. 
This regulation does not apply to stamp 
dealers who are required to obtain a 
license from the Director-General. Any 
person dealing in stamps in New Zealand 
and not in possession of such a license 
is liable to a penalty not exceeding £20. 





The Centennial stamps will remain on 
sale until the entire stocks are exhausted. 
This is to economize on paper, for the 
stamps, if they were to be withdrawn at 
the end of this year as originally planned, 
would have to be destroyed. A tem- 
porary shortage of the 8d. Centennial oc- 
curred during September when a ship- 
ment of fresh quantities of Centennial 
stamps from the printers in England did 
not reach New Zealand in time. The 
authorities met the situation by placing 
on sale the 8d pictorial (Lizard) stamps. 


® When the charter of the British South 
Africa Co. expired in 1914 it was pro- 
visionally extended another ten years, 
and at end of this period the stamp is- 
sues of Rhodesia were discontinued and 
replaced by those of Southern and 
Northern Rhodesia.
